In regards to your communication of August 26, 1953, wish to 
explain why we are unable to contribute to the "Dave Beck Testi¬ 
monial Dinner on Behalf of the City of Hope". 

Since October 1949 we have maintained a picket line at the 
Sutherland Lumber Company here in E. St. Louis, Illinois which up 
to the present time has coat ua approximately $30,000. This Com¬ 
pany operates a chain of lumber yards in the following cities, 
Omaha, Nebraska, Des Moines, Iowa, Ottumwa, Iowa, Oklahoma City, 
Oklahoma, Kansas City, Mo., and St. Joseph, Mo., on a "cash and 
carry" basis and are NOH-UNION in all their operations. 

When tfcy located here in E. St. Louis we immediately con¬ 
tacted them in an attempt to organize the yardmen and warehouse¬ 
men and were told in definite terms by the manager that they 
operated strictly NON-UNION; all employees were imported from 
areas in other States whore they do buaineaa. 

On their refusal to recognize Local 729 we immediately 
established a picket line ad have been picKeting continuously 
during buaineaa hours since October 1949. In June 1951 we 
contacted Brother Thomas Plynn (who at that time was Acting 
for President Tobin) and Brother Flynn in turn arranged a 
meeting in Kansas City, Mo., with Organizer Thirion and all 
Buaineaa Representatives from the cities where Sutherland Lumber 
operates and they all agreed to place picKet lines at their 
respective yards but understand this only lasted a few months. 

We noted in one of the latest Teamster Magazine where President 
Beck stated, "any Locals fight is all Locals fight", but it seems 
Local No. 729 has been fighting alone.
